Unopposed, he was selected by accla- 
mation of the full house (150), as was 
Secretary-Treasurer A. WILFRED MAY 
for his second term in that office. 

A total of 113 votes, including 22 ab- 
sentee ballots, were cast for the three 
vice presidents elected out of four nom- 
inees on the slate. Only 88 were filed for 
the Board of Governors selection, which 
was conducted separately.

Thus, LOCHNER, the former AP Ber- 
lin bureau chief, assumes a post he once 
held before when, as he recalled in the 
acceptance talk, we had only limited, 
cramped quarters. ‘‘But,’’ he remembered, 
“we had did have a dream” which has 
come true.

The meeting, held in the Dining Room, 
produced some fireworks from the floor. 
GERRY WYNNE’s comments ignited some 
of the display enlivening the evening. His 
remarks finally took the form of an ap- 
proved motion calling for the appointment 
of a committee to re-examine the entire 
election nominating procedure. The com- 
mittee will report its findings and recom- 
mendations before the next semi-annual 
business meeting. WYNNE’s stated gen- 
eral objective was to give a “broader 
base” to the present method.

Accepting the mantle at the meeting 
last Thursday night, new President 
LOUIS LOCHNER said he would ‘‘ear- 
nestly go after eachsuggestion’’ from the 
Membership. 

In a friendly but firm talk that made 
some of the earlier discussions appear 
almost petty, the Pulitzer Prize winner 
said that certain obligations are imposed 
upon a person who was ‘‘born on Wash- 
ington's birthday and in Abraham Lin- 
coln’s hometown.’’ 

Therefore, he said,.he would take 
heed of Lincoln’s famous words, ‘‘with 
malice toward none and charity toward 
all.’’ And, like Washington, he would tell 
no lies -- to any member of OPC. 

Trying to smooth some of the slight- 
ly ruffled feathers, LOCHNER reminded 
that, in Gorki’s words, ‘‘writers are ar- 
tists of the pen.’’ They are ‘‘nervous and 
touchy’’, he observed. He urged members 
to keep this in mind during their debates. 

The Club is still in its infancy and 
patience is still required, he noted, while 
we try to get our balance. There are a 
great many things to be done and he 
didn’t expect that all of them would be 
accomplished even within the ensuing

Starting with this issue, the Bulletin 
begins what it hopes will be regular re- 
ports on news coverage ofthe internation- 
al scene. The first report is on coverage 
of the Bandung conference where 29 Afro- 
Asian nations held talks covered by some 
370 correspondents. 

Dwight Martin, ‘Time magazine repre- 
sentative at the conference, reported in a 
letter to his publisher that ‘‘the Indone- 
sian press ministry’s claim that foreign 
correspondents outnumbered delegates 2 
to 1 was undoubtedly exaggerated. But 
correspondents were sleeping two and 
three to a room in jam-packed hotels, 
while other groups of five and six corres- 
pondents each rented houses in order to 
secure quarters. 

“The Indonesian antipathy for their 
former Dutch masters was completely un- 
derstandable to anyone who ever was 
served a Dutch breakfast of a cold fried 
egg and milk chocolate chips. But the 
Dutch antipathy for the Indonesians was 
completely understandable for those who 
followed a Dutch breakfast with an Indo- 


nesian lunch consisting of meat with chi-- 


li, potatoes with chili, fish with chili, 
ferns with chili, all washed down with 
cloyingly sweet cider. 

“Communications were extremely dif- 
ficult and unreliable with incoming cables 
taking 36 hours to arrive much less being 
delivered. And there was virtually no 
news of the outside world available dur- 
ing the conference.” 

Ernest K. Lindley, director of News- 
week’s Washington bureau and making a 
stop at Bandung on a round the world tour, 
cabled back: 

“Veterans among the some 370 cor- 
respondents covering the African-Asian 
conference agreed they had never expe- 
rienced a more cordial or better organized 
reception than that provided by the Indo- 
nesians. 

“Although the United States was not 
invited, the American press contingent of 
about 50 was the largest on hand. News- 
men were met at the Jakarta airport by 
pretty, English-speaking girls, were es- 
corted to easy chairs under an awning, 
and were plied with cold drinks while 
customs clearances and credentials were 
arranged.”

‘Malice Toward None 
Charity Toward All’ 
-- Lochner 


Accepting the mantle at the meeting 
last Thursday night, new President 
LOUIS LOCHNER said he would ‘‘ear- 
nestly go after eachsuggestion’’ from the 
Membership. 

In a friendly but firm talk that made 
some of the earlier discussions appear 
almost petty, the Pulitzer Prize winner 
said that certain obligations are imposed 
upon a person who was ‘‘born on Wash- 
ington’s birthday and in Abraham Lin- 
coln’s hometown. ”’ 

Therefore, : he said,.he would take 
heed of Lincoln’s famous words, ‘‘with 
malice toward none and charity toward 
all.’’ And, like Washington, he would tell 
no lies -- to any member of OPC. 

Trying to smooth some of the slight- 
ly ruffled feathers, LOCHNER reminded 
that, in Gorki’s words, ‘‘writers are ar- 
tists of the pen.’’ They are ‘‘nervous and 
touchy’’, he observed. He urged members 
to keep this in mind during their debates. 

The Club is still in its infancy and 
patience is still required, he noted, while 
we try to get our balance. There are a 
great many things to be done and he 
didn’t expect that all of them would be 
accomplished even within the ensuing 


LOCHNER said he was recommend- 
ing that about half of the Committee 
Chairs be changed. (Some of this was 
done at a meeting of the new and old 
Boards later that evening). 

LOCHNER played upon the three 
words in ‘‘Memorial Press Centet.’? Each 
wordesmemorial, press and center--has a 
special meaning, he said, that we should 
all try to live up to. He forecast the day 
when the Clubhouse will be a center to 
which incoming statesmén will automati- 
cally come ‘‘as will the working press in 
quest of interviews.’’ 

Among the things needed immediately 
is a ‘‘fine press room’’ with sufficient 
Phones and other faeilities, he said. 

One of his final thoughts concerned 
his policy that in all matters -- Commit- 
tee action, ‘etc. -- the ‘‘Board of Gover- 
nors is supreme.’’

The Overseas Ticker 
Edited by John Wilhelm 


Starting with this issue, the Bulletin 
begins what it hopes will be regular re- 
ports on news coverage ofthe internation- 
al scene. The first report is on coverage 
of the Bandung conference where 29 Afro- 
Asian nations held talks covered.by some 
370 correspondents. 

Dwight Martin, Time magazine repre- 
sentative at the conference, reported in a 
letter to his publisher that ‘the Indone- 
sian press ministry’s claim that foreign 
correspondents outnumbered delegates 2 
to 1 was undoubtedly exaggerated. But 
correspondents were sleeping two and 
three to a room in jam-packed hotels, 
while other groups of five and six corres- 
pondents each rented houses in order to 
secure quarters. 

“The Indonesian antipathy for their 
former Dutch masters was completely un- 
derstandable to anyone who ever was 
served a Dutch breakfast of a cold fried 
egg and milk chocolate chips. But the 
Dutch antipathy for the Indonesians was 
completely understandable for those who 
followed a Dutch breakfast with an Indo- 


nesian lunch consisting of meat with chi-- 


li, potatoes with chili, fish with chili, 
ferns with chili, all washed down with 
cloyingly sweet cider. 

“Communications were extremely dif- 
ficult and unreliable with incoming cables 
taking 36 hours to arrive much less being 
delivered. And there was virtually no 
news of the outside world available dur- 
ing the conference.” 

Ernest K. Lindley, director of News- 
week’s Washington bureau and making a 
stop at Bandung on a round the world tour, 
cabled back: 

“Veterans among the some 370 cor- 
respondents covering the African-Asian 
conference agreed they had never expe- 
rienced a more cordial or better organized 
reception than that provided by the Indo- 
nesians. 

“‘Although the United States was not 
invited, the American press contingent of 
about 50 was the largest on hand. News- 
men were met at the Jakarta airport by 
pretty, English-speaking girls, were es- 
corted to easy chairs under an awning, 
and were plied with cold drinks while 
customs clearances and credentials were 
arranged.” 

Both AP and UP were represented at

the conference by staffers, The AP con- 
tingent included Olin Clements, from Sin- 
gapore; Harold K. Milks from New Delhi; 
Robert Hewett, from the Cairo bureau; and 
Robert Eunson from the Tokyo bureau. 

The UP actually had six men covering 
the conference in Bandung, the old Dutch 
colonial city of 75,000 population, where 
the unique conference was held. They 
were Gene Symovitz, from Singapore; Frank 
Jordan, whose home base is Jakarta; Rob- 
ert Udick, from the Manila bureau; Stuart 
Hensley, all the way from the Washington 
bureau of UP; and Day Inoshita, from the 
Tokyo bureau, and George Bitar, from 
Beirut. 

The New York Times sent Tillman 
Durdin, chief of its Southeastern Asia 
staff, from Singapore over to report on the 
conference, as well as Bob Alden from 
Singapore also. At the same time, it 
brought Bob Doti, chief of its middleeas- 
tern staff, all the way from Cairo to cover 
the conference for Times readers. 


All in all, the gathering of such a 
large body of newsmen in one of the out 
of the way areas of the world resulted in 
some of the most vivid and clearcut dis- 
patches to come out of any international 
In so far as the Afro-Asian 
conference lacked concrete issues and no 
fixed agenda, the reporting was all the 
more remarkable. Observers back in the 
U.S. rated it a first rate example of for- 
eign correspondence at its best.

An airline comes 


Almost from the beginning, subsidizing in- 
fant industries has been a part of our govern- 
ment policy. When wisely administrated and 
not carried to excess, the policy has helped 
to launch many enterprises important to the 
national economy and defense. 

This policy was recognized in the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938, which enabled 
the then struggling airline industry to get 
off the ground. The cost of developing serv- 
ice over thinly traveled routes was more 
than the infant airlines could have borne 
without some government aid, usually in 
the form of extra payment for carrying the 
mail. 

As the airlines grew into an integral part 
of the nation’s communications and trans-
